On the thirtieth day of June. 1912, 
tile 57 t’alifornia counties had bonds 
outstanding in the amount of $11,674,- 
400 and the districts within the coun­ 
ties (mainly school districts! were 
under a bonded debt of $18,992,281.31, 
making a totul of $30,667,681.31. 
An idea of the rate at which bonds 
have since been issued may be gain­ 
ed from the fact that on June 30. 1916 
—just four years later—tile counties 
owed on bonds to the extent of $21,- 
037,100. while the districts had piled 
up their bonded indebtedness to $35,-

Bread! 


In the foregoing chapters of the 
story of bread, 
information 
has 
been given in a general way as to 
what the commodity consists of, 
paving the way for more specific 
mention of bread as it is sold in 
Santa Ana, its quality and price, 
standard of weight, etc. 


And in order to deal intelligent­ 
ly with this matter, it may here be 
mentioned that up to about a year 
ago, there was no standard estab­ 
lished for the weight of the bread 
loaf, with 
the 
result 
that 
the 
weight varied all the way from two 
to six ounces for what was sold as 
the ten cent loaf. 


A smaller loaf sold for five cents, 
and this too, varied in weight from 
two to four ounces. 
There 
was 
admittedly a good profit in making 
bread and selling it at these prices, 
and outside bakers took a hand in 
the game and brought in a consid­ 
erable percentage of the 
supply, 
cutting the price in order to gain 
the trade, and incidentally cutting’ 
tne weight as low as the lowaet.

He has spoken in every army can­ 
tonm ent in the west, and he has had 
ample opportunity to know what the 
soldier needs to keep his mind at ease 
and to keep him in trim mentally and 
morally. 
In Army Uniform 
Rev. Francis stepped

chaplain's uniform. 
Declaring 
his 
earnest 
conviction 
th at the United States has cast its lot 
upon the side of the major ri#ht. Rev. 
Francis said that he believed he was 
engaged in the Lord’s work in doing

win the war. 
“The war was inevitable,’’ said he. 
Th© fram e of mind of a certain na­ 
tion in Europe brought it on in 1914 
The reason why the United States is 
in this war is that a great world right 
cam not be secured excepting through 
the administration of a supreme lick­ 
ing to Germany. 
“For a long time we kept out of war. 
That was the most wonderful exhibi 
Hon of national patience 
known 
to 
human history.” 
Slow to Get In 
The speaker said that there are 
three reasons why this country was 
slow to go to war. 
The country wae 
non-militaristic; it hated to go to war 
with a country that has many people 
here who claim it as their fatherland; 
it had no illusions as to what kind of 
a war it was, for unlike other Euro­ 
pean countries this country had seen 
its 
fearful 
operations. 
As 
an 
in­ 
stance of its tremendous size, 
Rev. 
Francis said that all the ammunition 
used a t Gettysburg in that battle of 
three days would last an equal num­ 
ber of guns on the French front today 
but seven and a half minutes. 
"It was not rage that took our 
country into war,” said he. 
“It 
was the sorrowful but deep convic­ 
tion that we had to defend our­ 
selves or have our flag hsralded 
around the world as the dirtiest 
and meanest rag any country ever 
had. 
Since we have been forced 
into it, we will fight to the last. 
We will stay 
with 
it 
till 
hell 
' freezes over, then borrow skates 
and go after them on the ice. 
GLAD W E A R E IN 
“I am glad we are in this war, for 
It ie a righteous war. 
For two years 
every Sunday in my pulpit I prayed 
that our country would not be drag­ 
ged into this war. I want to take back 
all those prayers 
now. 
We 
should 
have gone in when England did. 
“Since we are in. what kind of an 
armv are we going to have? 
“The moral investment in an army 
in just as important as the investment 
in guns and ammunition. 
Moral de­ 
termination is what makes men fight 
to win. 
Our work in the Y. M. C A. 
is the frontline job, for to us is dele­ 
gated the work of keeping the men 
clean and contented. 
Our work is to 
keep soldiers’ minds right. 
"This apical for a Y. M. C A. war 
fund aims to grip every 
man 
who 
wants America to win and who wants 
men to return home clean.” 
All Kinds of Mon 
Rev. Francis described a typical day’s 
life a t Camp Lewis. Pram early morn­ 
ing until 5:30 the oincers keep the 
men busy. 
“Prom 5:30 to IO is the trying time,” 
said he. 
“Then is when they get to 
thinking, when they 
get 
homesick, 
when they lose 
courage. 
Then 
is 
when they make for the Y. M. C. A.” 
Letter writing, reading, boxing, mov­ 
ies, music, 
impromptu 
programs—in 
dozens of ways the six big Y, M C. 
A. building'* are scenes of 
activity 
and entertainment. 
The principles of 
Christianity can be hammered home, 
if done right. 
“No Sister Susie stuff 
goes with them, though,” said he. 
Rev, Francis said that the United 
States is throwing more 
safeguards 
around the camps than has ever before 
been done in any war by any country. 
Russia, France and Italy are asking 
that the United States send its Y. M. 
C. A. to their armies to furnish moral 
support, to give the entertainm ent, to 
keep the men contented 
and 
their 
minds in the right direction. The men 
have already started for Russia, and 
300 more will start soon. 
Altogether 
6000 men will go into the Y. M. C. A. 
army work. 
A fund of $35,000,000 is to be used. 
Of that $11,000,000 will be used in 
America, $11,000,000 with the Ameri­ 
can army abroad, and the rei*t with 
F’ranee, Italy and 
Russia. 
England 
has responded with the 
declaration 
that she will watch every dollar and 
every man put In by the United States 
in the Y. M. C. A. work in F'ranee and 
Italy. 
“This it th# greatest and moat won 
derful job ever forced upon any Chris­ 
tian people,” declared Rev. Francis. 
“It gats right down at the foundation 
of things.” 
He said he did not know how long 
the war would (aet, but eastern men 
told him it would last three and a half 
years more 
“Either Germany and Austria are 
going to dictate terms of peace, or 
we are going to dictate term s of peace. 
Which way would you have it?” 
Ready for Action 
Secretary R. G. Cole of the Orange 
County Y. M. C. A. said that $12,500 
had been apportioned to Orange coun­ 
tv as its share of the $35,000,000. He 
Bald the boys of the Y. M. C. A. groups 
of the country would raise $500 of the 
amount. 
C. C. Chapman. A. E. Bennett, P. A. 
Robinson, J. A. Knapp, A. J. Visel and 
others declared that the county would 
more than raise it** quota. While Sec­ 
retary Cole is to be general manager 
of the campaign, he received several 
volunteers who would put in the en­ 
tire week, November l l to 20, with 
him.
